should such steps appear necessary. 
At about ll o'clock, however, Ferdl 
nan Clero, a wealthy landed proprle 
tor of Martinlqu*-, arrived here and 
announced that Mr. Kennan and his 
party were safe on a plantation at the 
north of the island. 
Prof. Robert T. Hill. United States 
government geologist and head of the 
expedition sent to Martinique by the 
National Geographical Society, 
who 
left Fort De Fran ce Monday on horse 
bark for the volcano, returned here 
yesterday. 
He was completely worn 
out by the trip. 
Prof. Hill heard the 
explosion while on his way into Fort 
De France, and he says a ( loud of

Pierre a frightful 
explosion from Mont Belee and noted

gigantic 
mushroom shap' d columns of smoke 
and cinders as. ended into the d ear, 
starlit sky and then spread in a vast 
black sheet to the south an J dire, t r ­ 
over my head. 
Through this sheet. 
which extended a distance of IO miles 
from the crater vivid and awful light­ 
ning-like bolts flashed with alarming 
frequency. 
They followed distinct

pe-pendlcular. 
This Is Indisputable evidence of the 
explosive oxidation of the gases after 
they left the crater

phenomena is entirely new in volcanic 
history. 
“I took many photographs, but do 
not hesitate to acknowledge that I 
was terrified 
But I was not the only 
person so frightened 
Two newspaper 
correspondents 
who wore close to 
Morne Rouge some hours before me 
became scared, ran three miles down 
the mountain and hastened into Fort 
De France. 
“The people on the north end of the 
island are terrified 
and are fleeing 
with their cattle and effects. 
I spent 
Tuesda> 
night in a bouse at Deux 
Choux with a crowd of 2<>0 frightened 
refugees. 
"Nearly all the phenomena of these 
volcanic outbreaks are new to science, 
and many of them Lave not yet been 
explained. 
The volcano is still in­ 
tensely active, and I cannot make any 
predictions as to what it will do."

He perceived the pecuniary 
value of the discovery and established 
a cattish farm in which he fattened the 
fishes which he caught elsewhere and 
in due season sold t Dem to the Phila­ 
delphia markets. 
A Quakeress soon nfter that discov- I 
ered that the old fashioned waffle, 
slightly suited and covered with melt­ 
ed butter, made an irresistible accesso­ 
ry to the fish when well fried. This 
started the catfish and wadies, §or 
Which the City of Brotherly Love has 
ever since been famous. 
The habit 
spread like an epidemic, and, like the 
star of empire, its way was westward. 
So far as Is known the United States 
government has no record of catfish 
and waffles east of the Delaware river, 
but starting at Philadelphia a distinct 
catfish zone runs westward, terminat­ 
ing at Denver, reaching as far north 
as Minneapolis and St. Paul and as far 
south as Mobile and New Orleans. The 
catfish is said to possess medicinal vir­ 
tue. It is mildly anaesthetic, soporific | 
and antispasmodic.—New York Post.

rib above, the right border of the 
sternum, a line falling a half inch to 
the right of the nipple and the sixth 
rib below. 
The compress should be 
large enough to cover this space and 
to extend at least two inches outside 
of i t 
Ordinarily the best effect* are 
produced by employing water at a 
temperature of about OO degree*, The 
compress should be wrung moderately 
dry and should be very lightly covered. 
It is desirable th at cooling by slow 
evaporation should be encouraged aud 
be continued for some time.” 
Dr. Kellogg continues: “ In Germany 
and France it is the custom to adminis­ 
ter alcohol to the patient just before 
putting him in a cold bath.
